Luke Austin came to Chi- 
cago in 1959 with the hope 
of becoming a professional 
football player.

LILY AND DOUGLAS ALEXANDER had 

their Chicago home decorated for Christ- 

mas, a special time of year they always 
looked forward to. 

They made a poignant trip back to Ire- 
land for Lily’s sister’s funeral, but traditions 
remain and keep families going even amid 
times of great loss and sorrow so the tree 
was up, decorated with baubles, lights and 
tinsel used down through the years. 

An industrious, hard working Irish 
American family, the Alexanders travelled 
together on their flight to Ireland, with 
only their daughter Debbie remaining in 
Chicago. 

Doug Alexander Jnr (52) left behind one 
child and his wife and Steven left behind 

his two daughters and partner to travel to 
be by their relations’ side for the funeral 
of Winifred Keevey (née Ryan) this day 
last week. 

The family arrived into Dublin, drove to 
New Ross and checked into a local hotel 
before making the short joureny to St 

Marys Church in Cushinstown to Winnie 
Keevey’s removal to be reunited with family 
and reminisce on happier days. 

A few kilometres into their journey the 
unthinkable happened.

A garda liaison officer has been pro- 
viding support to the Keevey and Ryan 
families in the wake of the accident.

The mother was coming 
home to bury her sister. 
It comes five weeks after 
a brother and sister, Ann 
and Sylvester Dempsey, 
were killed at Larkin’s 
Cross on November 1, 
Supt Roche said. 

The reason the driver 
of the car made this ma- 
noeuvre may never be 
known. ‘He mustn’t have 
seen the lights of the truck 
behind him or maybe he 
looked over the wrong 
shoulder.

appear to have been a factor} suggested 
a baffled first responder on the scene, 
noting the driver would have been 
more used to driving on a different side 
ofthe road in the US and was driving a 
car he may not have been familiar with.

The car 
was broadsided by the lorry which was 
travelling behind it and driven across 
the road into the embankment’ 

Describing the road conditions as 


reasonably good - if a little damp due 
to the wet winter weather - Supt Roche 
said the traffic flow was heavy on the 
road which climbs a long incline to the 
crest of Begerin Hill where it bends 
south easterly above Cushinstown. 
This is where the accident occurred. 

“The car was struck in the side; the 
most vulneable part of any vehicle. 
There is no protection from the engine 
in front or the chassis in the rear. I have 
been 40 years a garda and | thought 
I had seen it all until tonight, Supt 
Roche said. 

The stretch of road has claimed the 
lives of several people over the years, 
including Carrigbyrne man Johnny 
Doyle and his mother, who were trav- 
elling on the outer lane to New Ross 
when a UK car came from the other 
direction over the crest of the hill and 
failed to move over to the left lane and 
crashed head on into the Doyle car. 
The lady and man were travelling to 
the ferry after a holiday in Ireland and 
all four died at the scene.

FOUR members of one family who 
were killed in a horrific accident last 
Monday, three weeks before Christmas 
Day, were mourned amid heartbreak- 
ing scenes at their funeral Masses in 
Cushinstown on Monday. 

Doug Alexander (75), his wife Lily 
(née Ryan) (75), Doug Jnr (52) and 
Steven Alexander(49) died when their 
rental car collided with a 40ft articu- 
lated lorry at 6.30 p.m..on the N25 New 
Ross to Wexford road on Monday night 
last, December 4th. 

Outside the 150-year-old St Mary’s 
Church in Cushinstown - which had 
been their destination that night as 
they were due to attend the removal 
of Lily’s sister Winnie Keevey - in the 
front garden of the parish house, a 
smiling snowman with red tinsel scarf 
greeted mourners who had travelled 
along the same road, now flanked by 
fields of white frozen snow, a heart- 

warming scene at odds with the dev- 
astation felt by the 300-strong crowd 
gathered inside. 

Members of the Alexander family 
travelled from Strabane, Tyrone, where 
Doug Snr, a retired building contrac- 
tor, hails from and from Limerick, 
where Lily comes from; while police 
officers from Bolingbrook Police De- 
‘partment in Illinois, where Steven was 

an award winning Officer, attended. 

Also in attendance were Bishop of 
(Ferns, Dr Denis Brennnan, Minister 
for Defence Paul Kehoe, Cmdt Caroline 
Burke representing the Taoiseach, Rev 
Arthur Minion, Cathaoirleach of New 
Ross Municipal District Cllr Willie 
Fitzharris, Chief Supt John Roche, 
eveal Wexford gardai and District 
Vianager Sinead Casey. 

Following prayers at Cooney’s fu- 
seral home in New Ross, the four 
-offins, three wooden, one grey metal 
for Steven, were carried into the snow 
covered church. Smiling photographs 





of their tragic occupants were carefully 
placed on top - to the mournful strains 
of Amazing Grace played by a lone 
piper from Bolingbrook Police Force. 

Fr Sean Devereux extended his 
heartfelt sympathy on behalf of the 
parish, county and country to the 
Alexander, Ryan and Keevey families, 
some of whom were watching the 
funeral being broadcast live on the 
internet into their homes in Illinois, 
including the Alexander's daughter 
Debbie Ceglerak. 

Doug Snr’s nephew Sam Alexander 
recalled how his uncle and Lily met 
in America at a very young age, were 
married and went on to live the Amer- 
ican dream. ‘They brought light and 
enjoyment to everybody they came in 
contact with, he said. ‘They enjoyed 
their music and Doug Jnr carried on 
that tradition. They loved their hob- 
bies. Their lives were fulfilled when 
their grandchildren came along, 

He said Doug and Lily would want 
mourners to enjoy a celebration of 
their lives and not be sad. ‘Live every 
day as your last because you know 
what, some day it will be guys.’ 

Lily’s nephew Ryan Prior described 
his aunt as a bit ofa messer who loved 
playing tricks on others. ‘If she hada 
smirk on her face, or wasn’t to be seen, 
you knew she was up to something. She 
was very young at heart and very warm 
hearted. She did the tricks because she 
wanted to bring people together to 
have a good time and put a smile on 
their faces. She helped so many friends 
and family from Ireland move to the 
US to get on their own paths towards 
the American dream. She comforted 
neighbours who were in need of help 

by stopping by and cooking dinners. 

He said the family were extremely 
proud of Steven, a 17-year veteran 
police officer highly dedicated to the 
Special Olympics and Girl Scouts who 
he taught self defence to.

‘The three families have suffered an unbeara- 
ble loss. Four people who loved you deeply have 











‘You also mourn for Winnie and we remember 
her today as well. 

‘But the bridge you built up over the years, 
the bridge of love remains. 

‘Lily, Doug, Steven, and Doug Jnr have been 
taken from your sight, but they will never be 
taken from your hearts ... all you were to each 
other in life remains in death. 

‘We now pray in thanksgiving for the love that 
Lily, Doug, Steven and Doug Jnr had as family 
over the years, in the words of Scripture ‘a love 
stronger than death? 

‘We pray that they are at peace in the presence 
of the Him who said: ‘blessed are those who 
mourn, they shall be comforted? 

‘We pray also for Debbie and all the members 
of the Alexander, Ryan and Keevey families in 
Illinois, Limerick and here in Cushinstown, that 
they will, with the help of God, and the support of

A 38-year-old Bolingbrook man 
who was found not guilty of murder 
by reason of insanity after he 
slashed his 3-year-old daughter's 
throat seven years ago is asking to 
be allowed off the grounds of an 
Elgin mental health facility under 
the supervision of staff. 

A psychiatrist who evaluated 
John Blank testified during a hear- 
ing Jan. 23 that the patient is no 
longer suffering from delusions or 


- hallucinations. Dr. Syed Hussain 
’ also told the court Blank is comply- 


ing with his treatment program and 


is taking mood stabilizers, anti-de- - 


pressants and anti-psychotic drugs. 

His defense attorney, Marilee 
Viola, is requesting that he be al- 
lowed off the grounds of Elgin 
Mental Health Center periodically 
under the supervision of the facili- 
ty’s staff. Syed said ihe goal is to 
eventually “reintegrate him into 
the community.” 

Blank originally was found guilty

in prison for the murder of 3-year- 
old Cari Blank following a bench 
trial in July 1997. But the murder 
conviction was overturned in Octo- 
ber 1999 by the 3rd District Appel- 
late Court, which ruled that Blank 
was not guilty by reason of insanity. 

Blank, who was 32 at the time of 
his sentencing, was home alone 
with his daughter when he cut her 
throat in July 1996. His wife, Can- 
dace Blank, returned home to find 
her husband covered in blood and 
pleading for forgiveness. 

Blank left the house but was ar- 
rested after he returned four hours 
later wearing nothing but a pair of 
blood-soaked shorts. His daughter 
was found in a pool of blood on her 
bed with a pillow over her face. 

Trial testimony revealed that 
Blank had become increasingly 
paranoid prior to the murder. He 
believed demons were after his 
daughter and that his house and 
lawn were bugged.

The wife of a 48-year-old 
Bolingbrook man, who shot 
and wounded her and one of 
his sons before killing him- 
self, remains in critical con- 
dition. 

Joanne Bingham, 53 is in 
critical condition at Loyola 
University Medical Center in 
Maywood. Steven Bingham, 
23 her son, was treated at Ed- 

ward Hospital in Naperville 
and released late Sunday. 
Karl Bingham shot and the 
two before killing himself 
during an argument on Sun- 
day afternoon. 

Police arrived at the home 
of Karl Bingham on the 100 
block of Richmond Drive and 
found the wife and son suf- 
fering from bullet wounds. 
Both had been shot in the left 
abdomen. Steven Bingham 
also had been shot in the left 
arm. 

During a -struggle: for the 












gun — a 9 mm semi-auto- 
matic handgun — another 
son, Charles Bingham, 25, 
was injured, but declined 
medical treatment, police 
said. 

Police said Karl Bingham 
shot himself once in the 
head. He was pronounced 
dead at Edward Hospital in 
Naperville a short time later. 

A large metallic-colored se- 
dan rolled again and again 
Monday past the house on 
Richmond Drive, where 
some 20 hours earlier, Bing- 
ham killed himself after 
shooting his wife and son. 

The young driver identi- 
fied himself as a good friend 
of the Bingham family and 
using a selection of crisp, col- 
orful words instructed pass- 
ers-by to stay away from the 
brown house. Up and down 
the block, small, appropri- 
ately bundled children 
played while neighbors and 
police used words like “com- 
plicated” and “confusing” to 
describe the mayhem from 
the previous day. 

Police said they believe 
that the shooting and suicide 
evolved from a domestic 
squabble. Although the 
events might remain unclear, 
four gunshots from a semiau- 


tomatic een ais af- 
ternoon have left a quiet sub- 
urban neighborhood shaken. 

“It's very complicated,” 
said Olga Obregon, a neigh- 
bor of the Binghams for 10 
years. “I felt terrible yester- 
day.”

It was just another day at the 

office for Leroy Brown when he 

. ducked for cover from an FALN 
bomb, escorted Michael Jackson 
to the Skydeck or helped evacuate 
thousands of people from 110 floors 
or so after the 9/11 attacks. 

For 38 years, Mr. Brown was a 
familiar presence at 233 S. Wacker, 

| known as the Sears Tower when he 
worked there from 1978 until he re- 
tired in 2006. 

A6-foot-5-inch former Green Be- 
ret, the security commander greet- 
ed visitors from around the world 
with a smile and “Can I help you?” 
All the while, his eyes kept scan- 
ning the people coming and going 
— roughly 25,000 a day. 

Mark Spencer said he once 
watched the former high school 
basketball standout tackle a man 
who'd jumped on a Sears Tower es- 
calator to flee a robbery. 

“Mr. Brown took that guy down 
with authority and held him wait- 
ing for the police,” said Spencer, 
former spokesman for the opera- 
tors of the building now known as 
Willis Tower. 

“When he walked into a room, 
it was like looking at a movie star,” 
said Scott Rowell, who maintained 
the tower's elevators. 

After Mr. Brown retired, he was 
a deputy mayor of Bolingbrook as 
well as a village trustee, Fire and 
Police Board commissioner and 

' safety coordinator for the Valley 
View School District. He also host- 
ed a local cable news show, “Bridg- 
ing the Gap,” and started “Joyfest,” 


a Christian music festival. 


“He was probably the most pop- 
ular man in the history of Boling- 
brook,” said Mayor Roger Claar. 

_ Mr. Brown, 78, died Oct. 31 at 
Edward Hospital in Naperville.

In 1975, he survived an early- 
morning bombing that blew out 
60 windows of the Sears Tower. 
A Puerto Rican nationalist group, 
the FALN — the Spanish abbrevia- 
tion for the group calling itself the 
Armed Forces of National Libera- 
tion — claimed responsibility. 

Mr. Brown credited his survival 
to God and a well-timed call from.

Patricia, his wife of 51 years, who 
said, “That was the Holy Spirit that 
woke me up” to call him at work. 

“The windows shattered and 
would have cut me to shreds had I 
not gone behind the cement [pillar] 
to answer the phone,” he told the 
newspaper Suburban Life in 2011. 

At the Sears Tower after the 9/11 
attacks in New York City, Washing- 
ton and Pennsylvania, people “were 
running out of the building and run- 
ning in to the stairwells,” said Row- 
ell, but Mr. Brown remained calm . 
and helped organize an orderly 
evacuation. 

He also had to deal with dare- 
devil climbers. In 1999, Frenchman 
Alain Robert, nicknamed “Spider- 
man,” ascended the Sears Tower. 
At the top, “I was there to greet 
him,” Mr. Brown told WBBM-TV. 

In 1981, Dan Goodwin, aka “Spi- 
der Dan,” scaled the building. Mr. 
Brown kept the suction cups Good- 
win used in his climb, relatives 
said. 

The discipline he learned in the 
military was taught at home. “I 
couldn’t start my day without mak- 
ing the bed,” said his son Leroy. 

Mr. Brown was a head usher 
at St. Francis of Assisi Catholic 
Church and “woke up at 3 o'clock 
every day to read his Bible,” said 
Leroy Brown. 

He was a good sport when people 
asked him about the 1973 Jim Croce 
song “Bad, Bad Leroy Brown” 
about a 6-foot-4 Chicagoan who's 
“the baddest man in the whole 
damned town.” 

“He didn’t particularly like the 
song,” said Claar, who nevertheless 
sometimes got DJs to play it to get 
arise out of his friend. 

Mr. Brown is also survived by an- 
other son, Jeffrey, and five grand- 
children. Visitation is scheduled 2 
to 6 p.m. Thursday at Bolingbrook’s 
St. Francis of Assisi church, with a 
prayer service there from 6:30 to 
8:30 p.m.

James “Jim” Bingle was so strongly identified as the protector of a forgotten old 
settlers’ cemetery that he helped to restore, someone once mailed him a 
headstone at the DuPage Township Assessor's office hoping he could identify it. 


A retired scientist at Argonne National Laboratory, DuPage Township's longest 
serving assessor and Bolingbrook’s premier historian, Mr. Bingle passed away 
April 3 in Prescott, AZ. He was 84. 


He lived a storied life, born July 20, 1930 in Ohio, but raised in the wilds of 
Alaska where his father served as Presbyterian missionary. There, Mr. Bingle 
grew up helping to build log cabin churches.

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Mr. Bingle often told a story of how as a teen, he and his father were following 
each other in separate vehicles down a remote stretch of the Alaska Highway, 
when his father drove into a ditch. 


“A passing circus caravan helped pull the car out with an elephant and put it 
back in the middle of the highway,” his son Donald Bingle recalled. 


It was while on a trip back to Ohio to visit relatives where Mr. Bingle met his wife, 
Marge, of 65 years. Eventually the couple relocated to DuPage Township. 


During his career as a scientist for Argonne National Laboratory 
(http:/Awww.anl.gov/) Mr. Bingle acquired a reputation as an excellent chess 


player and was on the lab’s chess team. 


“At the annual summer picnic he’s play 20 boards at a time and win all the 
prizes, which he handed out to the kids,” his son recalled. “He always had chess 


buddies or belonged to a chess club. It was his passion.” 


Mr. Bingle was also the longest serving town assessor -- 28 years — forDuPage 
Township in Will County (http:/www.dupagetownshipassessor.com/), helping to 
nurture the township through its boom years of rapid population growth. 


“He kept perfect records,” said John Randall, the current town assessor. “Some 
of his techniques and methods we use to this day. He was way ahead of his time 


formulating the correct way to assess properties.” 


When he wasn't playing chess, Mr. Bingle’s other passion was preserving the 
history of Bolingbrook and The First Presbyterian Church of DuPage 
(http:/Awww.fpcdupage.org/), where he was long-time member. The township's 
chief deputy assessor, Tammy Altonen Horak, recalls as a child watching Mr. 


Bingle driving the church bus and teaching Sunday School.

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“He was always very caring, godly person,” Altonen-Horak said. “Our church is 
one of the oldest in the area and kept care of all the church books and historic 
photos. He was one of the smartest men I’ve ever known.” 


In 1972 when a local girl discovered a forgotten old settlers’ cemetery dating 
back to the 1830s, she contacted Mr. Bingle, then township assessor, who 
launched an investigation that determined the cemetery was owned by Will 
County. He led the movement to refurbish and repairBoardman Cemetery 
(http://www.bolingbrookhistprescomm.org/boardman-cemetery.html), an early 
community burial ground from the 1830s, lovingly restoring it back to its original 


serene splendor. 


He also arranged for Will County to deed the cemetery back to the township. 
When land was purchased for the Heritage Creek subdivision, the homes were 
built around the cemetery, with many of the streets named for the original 


settlers buried in Boardman. 


Mr. Bingle was a founding member of the Bolingbrook Historical Society, a 
precursor to theBolingbrook Historic Preservation Commission. 
(http:/Awww.bolingbrookhistprescomm.org/) He authored several pamphlets on 
the village’s early history when it was a small settlement called Westbury nestled 


among the timbers along the DuPage River. 


As a tribute to his role as a preservationist, Mr. Bingle’s family arranged several 
years ago for him to be buried among Bolingbrook’s early settlers at Boardman 
Cemetery. His will be the first modern burial at the historic cemetery in many 


decades. 


Mr. Bingle is survived by his wife, Marge, four children, as well as grandchildren 


and great grandchildren.

Bailey died Friday, Sept. 9, 1994, at a Veterans Administration 
hospital in Little Rock, Ark. He had become ill recently, suffer- 
ing at least two strokes and undergoing triple bypass surgery a 
week before he died.

Elected in 1977, Bailey served until 1981 but did not run for 
re-election.

“She loved basketball. She al- 
ways liked hanging with her 
friends,” said Salter, a junior. “She 
was very humorous and she was 
very uplifting.” 
~ April’s brother, Jason, said he 
was shocked at the circumstances 
of Cannon’s death. 

“I wouldn't believe it would hap- 
pen around here,” he said. “It seems 
like such a nice quaint town, but 
things happen.” 

The Valley View School District 
365U Crisis Intervention team was 
at the high school and the victim’s 
younger sibling’s middle school 
Thursday to console friends of Can- 
non. 


Although the gun used was in 
the Delaware Drive house and not 
brought to the high school, school 
officials expressed concerns about 
the access young people have to 
weapons in general. 

“All of these types of things that 
occur with weapons are tragic, trag- 
ic incidents,” said Valley View Su- 
perintendent David VanWinkle. “It 
has a very devastating effect on 
friends and staff and we certainly 
mourn the-death of this student and 
the tragic circumstances that appar- 
ently surrounded her death.” 

VanWinkle said the incident rais- 
es the issue of what lawmakers 
need to do to prevent more such 
episodes. 

“What steps do we need to take

in society to reduce the access to 
guns?” VanWinkle said. “That's 
what it really comes down to.” 

Cannon was eating lunch with a 
group of Bolingbrook High stu- 
dents at 127 Delaware Drive 
Wednesday afternoon when she 
was shot once in the chest. 

Police were called at 1 p.m. Can- 
non was immediately transported 
by Bolingbrook paramedics to Ed- 
ward Hospital in Naperville, where 
she was pronounced dead at 2:25 
p.m. 

An investigation by police led to 
the arrest of a 16-year-old male. The 
boy, a Bolingbrook student, is being 
held at the Will County Juvenile De- 
tention Facility and has been 
charged as a juvenile with involun- 


tary manslaughter in a reckless. 
manner. He had his first hearing on 
Thursday. Another court date has 
been set for 9 a.m. June 21. 

The death “involves the suspect 
acting in a reckless manner with a 
handgun and such acts caused the 
death of the victim,” said Boling- 
brook Police Sgt. D.J. Malloy 
Thursday.

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Teen pleads guilty to manslaughter

A 17-year-old Bolingbrook boy 
who shot and killed a 14-year-old 
classmate while showing off with 
his uncle’s handgun told a Will 
County judge last week that he 
would trade places with the victim if 
he could. f 

The youth, who pleaded guilty to 
a charge of involuntary manslaugh- 
ter, said he aimed the gun at a 
group of friends who had gathered 
at his house. Although he had 
léaded a single bullet into the 
weapon, he believed there still was 
one empty chamber before the gun 
would fire. 

_ ‘Datiana Cannon was shot once in 
the chest June 6 inside the defen- 
dant’s house, at 127 Delaware Drive 
in Bolingbrook. She was pro- 
nounced dead later that afternoon at 
Edward Hospital in Naperville. 

Judge Barbara Badger sen- 
tenced the teen-ager to a term in an 
Illinois Department of Corrections 
youth facility. He can be held until 
his 21st birthday. A parole board 

_can order an earlier release. 

Badger also ordered the youth to 
appear in Will County Juvenile 

- Court in 90 days, after a psychologi- 
cal evaluation. The defendant's at- 
torney, William H. Wise, said he is 


not certain what action the judge: 


will take when his client appears be- 
fore her Feb. 19. 

The victim’s mother, Wanda 
Faulkner, told the court that the 
- youth’s actions were reckless. Al 
though she has forgiven the teen- 
ager, Faulkner said justice must be 


|. _ served. The youth must recognize 


that there are consequences for his 
actions, she said. 


Faulkner said she was appalled 
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- py the youth’s attempt to cover up 
| the shooting. Several teen-agers 
' gathered at the house carried her 

~ wounded daughter to the front lawn 


Driver Brown, testified that she 


and told police she was the victim of 
a drive-by shooter. 

“It signals to me that there needs 
to be some type of help given to this 
young man,” Faulkner said. 

Prosecutor Tina Brault urged the 
judge to sentence the youth to the 
Department of Corrections. She in- 
sisted that the shooting was not an 
accident: The defendant loaded the 
gun, spun the cylinder and pulled 
the trigger. 

“He didn’t trip and fall and pull 
the trigger,” Brault said. “He point- 
ed the gun and pulled the trigger.” 

The prosecutor asked the boy why 
he tried to cover up the shooting. 

“I panicked,” the youth respond- 
ed. “It was the first thing that came 
to my mind.” 

-The teen told Brault that he 
knew Cannon was alive while she 
was being carried out of the house. 
He admitted that the attempt to.con- 
ceal his role in the shooting wasted 
time during which the young girl 
could have been helped. 

The judge also agreed that the 
youth’s actions were reckless. 

“This is a tragedy of outlandish 

proportions that could have been 
prevented if you had just shown a 
little judgment,” Badger told him. 
_ The youth shot Cannon in the 
chest with a .357-caliber Magnum. 
She was one of several Bolingbrook 
High School ‘students who had 
gathered at the defendant’s house 
for lunch following a final exam. 

The boy, who. was a juvenile 
when the shooting occurred, was 
living with his uncle. Police said he 
retrieved the gun from his uncle’s 
bedroom, loaded one bullet into the 
cylinder and pulled the trigger 


‘while aiming the weapon around 


the room. He told police he thought 
he could squeeze the trigger one 


_ more time without firing. 


The defendant's mother, Sandra 
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sent the boy to live with his uncle in 
Bolingbrook to keep him away from 
the gangs on Chicago's South Side. 

“I sent him out here to keep him 
off the streets, to keep the gangs 
from drawing him in while I worked 
two jobs,” she said. 

Brown said she prays for forgive- 










ness “for letting him out of my 
sight.” 

Family members, including his 
aunt, Hattie Louden, the pastor of a 
Pentecostal church on Chicago’s 
northwest side, described the youth 
as a respectful teen-ager who kept 
out of trouble.

Kenneth Cebertowicz, 28, of 237 Kenilworth Drive, is being 
held on $1 million bond on a charge of first-degree murder in 
connection with the shooting death of his wife. 

Victoria Cebertowicz, 30, was pronounced dead at Edward 
Hospital in Naperville at 4:50 a.m., Tuesday, Dec. 14. Police said 
she was shot in the head with a .45-caliber handgun in her home 
at about 3:36 a.m. : 

Lt. Hank Bauchwitz said officers were called to the house by a 
9-1-1 call placed by Kenneth Cebertowicz. 

When officers arrived at the home, they found Victoria and the 
gun in the living room. Bauchwitz said Kenneth had the proper 
Paperwork for the gun. 

The couple’s three children, 8-year-old twin girls and a 4- 
year-old boy, were in the home at the time of the shooting. They 
were not injured and were taken into protective custody, pend- 
ing release to their maternal grandparents. 

Both the Bolingbrook Police Department and the DuPage 
County coroner’s office are still investigating. Bauchwitz said an 
autopsy was scheduled for yesterday afternoon. 

“We are currently devoid of a motive right now,” said Bauch- 
witz. “There were no statements by (Kenneth).” 

This shooting is the second murder in Bolingbrook this year.

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Three teens calculatedrobbery

A Bolingbrook businessman was 
fatally shot last week, the deliberate 
victim of a pre-planned armed rob- 
bery that went awry. A 16-year-old 
has been arrested for the murder. 

Two Bolingbrook teenage girls 
were also involved. They were the 
ones who set up the businessman for 
the robbery. The 14- and 16-year-old 
girls confessed to police. 

The funeral for Gerald A. Carnes, 
affectionately known as “Sonny” to 
his family when he was growing up 
in Chicago, was Monday. The 
37-year-old husband and father died 
as a targeted victim, someone that 
the three teenagers knew carried 
around cash, say police. 

Carnes was the owner of 
Everybody’s Barber Shop on Schmidt 
Road. 

Carnes was shot when he resisted 
being robbed, say police. He was not 
a random victim, nor just a hapless 
shopper, they say, contrary to one 
early newspaper report. 

Last week, on Wednesday eve- 
ning, Nov. 2, Carnes was found 
slumped in his car, shot several 
times. It was about 8:30. The car 
door was left open. The car was 
parked at the south end of the shop- 
ping center lot, toward the back of 
Wal-Mart. 

A police officer on patrol spotted 
the car and investigated, to find Car- 


nes, just shortly after Carnes had 
been shot, police believe. 


BY FRIDAY, less than 48. hours 
after the shooting, police arrested 
16-year-old Shawn Smith. He was 
reportedly hiding out in Chicago, in 
an apartment at 6801 S. Cornell. 

Chicago police helped Bolingbrook 
police take Smith into custody about 
2:30 last Friday afternoon, after 
Smith was tracked down. 

: Smith is being held in Will County 
jail for First Degree Murder, with 
bond set at $2 million. 


One person near the shopping 
center that night reported hearing 
something that might have been gun 
shots, but had not had a chance to 
notify police before the passing 
squad car came across ‘Carnes’ car, 
The shooting and Carnes’ car were 
isolated from the main parking area 
for shoppers. 

Police say that the victim knew 
the two teenage girls. About 8:15 
that Wednesday night, they phoned 
him at his Schmidt Road barber 
shop and talked him into meeting 
them at the back corner of the Rt. 53 
parking lot. . 

The teenagers knew Carnes’ rou- 
tines, according to police. The teens 
expected Carnes would have the 
daily cash receipts from the shop 
still with him. ’ 

Carnes did not know Shawn 
Smith, say police. They say that 
Smith hid himself, and then at- 
tacked Carnes when the business- 
man drove up to talk to the girls. 
They believe Smith had a .25 caliber 
automatic handgun. Shell casings 
were found by police near the car. 








THE TEENS MAY NOT have 
expected Carnes to resist. When he 
did, Smith shot Carnes several 
times, say police. Carnes was 
wounded in the head and chest. 

There were signs of a struggle, ac- 
cording to Lt. Mike Kraft, who is in 
charge of investigations for the 
Bolingbrook Police Department. 

Paramedics rushed Carnes to Ed- 
ward Hospital, where he was later 
pronounced dead. 

Cash, presumed to be from Carnes 
barber shop, was found in his car by 
police after the attempted robbery 
and shooting. : 

The teenagers had planned their 
robbery in such detail that they de- 
liberately chose the southeast corner 
of the Wal-Mart parking lot as the 
spot. It was near the gate and path 
that allowed for an easy get-away 
into neighboring townhouses, police 
say. 

Police would not say how the girls 
lured Carnes to the parking lot. The 
girls, not identified since they are 
minors, have not been charged yet, 
but may be in the future. : 

Smith, though age 16, is being 
tried as an adult because of the se- 
verity of the murder charge. 


Detectives made a major break- 
through in the case by the next 
Morning after the shooting, accord- 
ing to Lt. Kraft: All the investigators 
on the force were working on the 
case, straight-through, he said. 


EVIDENCE WAS presented to a 
Will County grand jury, which 
agreed with the probable cause 
against Smith. A warrant for his ar- 
rest was issued. He was tracked 
down and arrested the next day. 

Smith was not actually a resident 
of Bolingbrook, anymore, according 
to Lt. Hank Bauchwicz. He may 
have lived here for about a year, but 
he was kicked out of the house by his 
family, which then moved away, says 
the lieutenant. Smith appears not to 
have had a recent permanent ad- 
dress. 

Kraft says that the armed robbery 
and subsequent shooting are not 
gang-related. Nor are drugs sus- 
pected to be involved, he says. The 
robbery was purely a matter of 
trying to get money from someone 
the trio knew would have cash. 

Speculation that the murder was 
related to employees who had been 
fired at the barber shop are not accu- 
rate, say police. 

Police also discount a published 
report that Carnes had gone to the 
discount store to buy dog food, and 


ended up an accidental shooting vic- 
tim. 


LAST MONTH, Bolingbrook did 
see its first gang-related murder. A 
young man was shot and later died, 
after driving to a shopping center 
and then stumbling into a store to 
get help. 

Mayor Roger Claar was alarmed 
that a Chicago news story about last 
week’s shooting implied that it is un- 
safe to shop at the Wal-Mart or in 
Bolingbrook in general.

he crack of gunfire sliced through the 

frigid’ afternoon air three times, and 

then the mournful sound of “Taps’’ filled 

the stillness. It was a military way of saying 
goodbye. 

At that moment, Christien Dawson’s 
right hand rose up in a salute to the flag- 
draped casket of her son, Earnest. It was a 
mother’s way of saying goodbye. 

Pfc. Earnest Gene Dawson Jr., a soldier 
and a son, was called “‘a true American 
hero” Saturday morning as his family, 
friends and fellow soldiers bid an emo- 

| tional farewell to the 20-year-old Boling- 
brook resident who was murdered by Sal- 

| vadoran rebels after the helicopter he and 
two other soldiers were riding in was shot 
down in an El Salvador jungle Jan. 2. 

The First Baptist Church of Bolingbrook 
was filled Saturday morning with Daw- 
son’s family, former classmates from 
Romeoville High School, a military honor 

| guard and a contingent from El Salvador, 

' including United States ambassador Wil- 

| liam Walker. 

‘Included in the letters and telegrams of 

| sympathy was a personal note to the family 
from President and Mrs. Bush. “Barbara 
and I were deeply saddened by the death 
of your son,” the President wrote. “He 
served his country with honor, dignity and 
courage. You can be sure his dedication 
will not be forgotten and that we will bring 
those who perpetrated this tragedy to jus- 
tice.” 

Walker repeated a speech he delivered 
when the bodies of Dawson, Lt. Col. David 
H. Pickett of Cavendish, Vt., and Chief 
Warrant Officer Daniel Scott were flown 
from El Salvador to the United States. 
“The people of the United States will not 
demand retribution, much less further vio- 

| lence,” Walker said. “What they ask for, 
\ and have every right to expect, is simple 

| justice.” 
| But as Dawson’s death was mourned,

Guerrillas hold 2 for murder 


’ SAN SALVADOR, El Salvador (AP) — Salvadoran guer- 
rillas admitted Jan. 9 that their forces may have executed 
two crew members of an American helicopter they shot 
down in the eastern part of the country Jan. 2. One of the 
two murdered in the incident was Pfc Earnest Dawson Jr. 
of Bolingbrook. 

The rebels of the Farabundo Marti National Liberation 
Front said in a communique delivered to news organiza- 
tions that two guerrillas have been arrested ‘“‘on suspicion 
of having assassinated wounded prisoners of war.” 

The helicopter was on a flight from San Salvador to 
Honduras and was flying low to avoid surface-to-air mis- 
siles when it was downed with small arms fire. 

At first the FMLN denied the killings, then said it would 
investigate them.

Alan Deatherage is remembered as a man of many interests

Long-time Bolingbrook resident Alan Deather- 
age was a man of many words, many deeds, and 
many friends. 

Mr. Deatherage died Saturday, Nov. 21, at Ed- 
ward Hospital in Naperville from injuries he sus- 
tained in a traffic accident on Thursday, Nov. 19, at 
the intersection of North Frontage Road and Na- 
perville Road. 

Mr. Deatherage, 84, was a well-known figure in 
both Bolingbrook and Romeoville. He belonged to 
many organizations and was very involved in se- 
nior citizen issues. He was a past president of the 
Bolingbrook Senior Citizens and his work led to 
the opening of the Deatherage/Drdak Senior Cen- 
ter on Briarcliff Road. 

Bolingbrook Village President Roger C. Claar de- 
livered the eulogy at the funeral on Monday night, 
calling Mr. Deatherage a “pillar of Bolingbrook.” 

He remembered that Deatherage had been a fre- 
quent guest at his home and attended virtually ev- 
ery function in the community. 

“Al was truly an ambassador of Bolingbrook. He 
thought very highly of the community,” said Claar. 
“He always had a comment, a smile and an opinion 
on everything. He didn’t play any games.” 

Claar said Mr. Deatherage was one of the first 
residents of what is now the Brentwood Apart- 
ments complex and lived there until his death. 
Claar said that he has been told Deatherage was 
called the “mayor” of Brentwood. 

Mr. Deatherage moved to Bolingbrook after he 
retired from Commonwealth Edison, where he 
worked for 44 years. 

Once here, Claar said that through his work with 
organizations ranging from the Jaycees, Grey Core, 
the Bolingbrook Chamber and as a commissioner

of the Bolingbrook Park District, Mr. Deatherage 
“did more in his retirement than many people do 
in their working lives. 

“Al was just somebody you wanted an opinion 





from,” he said. And you got not only what-he 
thought, but also what other people thought, since 
Mr. Deatherage talked to so many people. 

“Tt will be a long time before we have someone 
who did what he did,” said Claar. “I don’t know 
anyone who is ready to step in.” 

Wayne Kwiat, current president of the Boling- 
brook Chamber of Commerce and said that 
Deatherage was the ambassador for the Chamber, 
and was the only honorary member the organiza- 
tion has ever had. 

“The honorary membership was bestowed upon 
him because he worked tirelessly” in the early 
1980s, when the Chamber was just getting started, 
said Kwiat. 

“It’s because of Alan’s efforts, as well as the ef- 
forts of others, that the Chamber is what it is to- 
day,” he said. 

Mr. Deatherage was in his early 70s then, but his 
vitality was important to the growing group. 
Deatherage participated in the early days in the 
important job of greeting new businesses as they 
joined the community. As ambassador, he contin- 
ued in that effort, Kwiat said. 

Mr. Deatherage was a member of the Grey Core, 
as is Kwiat. “We were roommates at the Grey Core 
national convention in 1990,” he said. “We talked 
many hours and walked many blocks in Las Ve- 
gas.” 4 
In those walks and talks, Kwiat said he learned 
many things. The most important thing he said he 
learned from Mr. Deatherage is that “life is worth 
taking risks for. Some risks aren’t going to give you 
rewards, but life is a risk.” 

He said Mr. Deatherage was a risk-taker in the

Six-year-old was 
pulled into open 
storm drain in yard

The family of a 6-year-old boy 
who was swept to his death by 
water flowing into an uncovered 
storm drain pipe will receive 
$2.8 million to settle a wrongful- 
death suit against the village of 
Bolingbrook, a family attorney 
said Wednesday. 

It is one of the largest settle- 
ments in Will County history for a 
wrongful-death suit, according to 
Michael Mahoney, an attorney 
with Corboy & Demetrio who rep- 
resented-the family. 

The accident occurred in Au- 
gust 1998, when M was 
in his backyard with two other 
children playing with a boat in 2 
or 3 feet of water that had been 
left by a heavy rainfall. 

A rapid current sucked Mark 
into a 15-inch drainage pipe in a 
neighbor’s backyard. His body was 
found nearly a mile away, washed 
up .against a grate where the un- 
derground pipe emerges in a re- 
tention area. — 

The village installed a grate 


over the drain the next day and 
took an inventory of all of the 
drains in the village to check for | 
similar problems. 

The Forneks’ home is on a block 
where backyards extend to a 
grassy meadow under Common- 
wealth Edison power lines. Chil- 
dren in the neighborhood often 
played there.” 

The suit, filed in May 1999, al- 


‘leged that the village was negligent 


in not covering the drain and fail- 
ing to heed complaints about the 
open drain by residents. - 

One neighbor, Julie Karlak, told 
the Chicago Sun-Times that she 
had talked to the village three 
times in the previous year about 
the problem and that a village em- 
ployee was on the scene the morn- 
ing before the accident to inspect _ 
for flooding. Karlak also testifieds 
in a deposition for the suit. a 

Village officials could not be: 
reached for comment on the suit, 
which was covered by a $4 million 
insurance policy. 

Mahoney said the boy’s parents, 
Gregory and Wendy, were re- 
lieved. 

“It brings closure to the family 
and lets them go on with their 
lives,” he said. “They were blessed 
with another child, he’s 9 months 
old, and he’s the light of the family 
right now.”

“The family was strongly moti- 
vated by the fact that the village did- 
n't (admit) the danger imposed by 
the drainage pipe,” said Kevin 
Burke, an attorney representing the 
Fornek family. 

Neighbors had made complaints 
about a strong current sucking 
water into the drain the week of the 
accident, but no one responded, 
Burke said. 

“Tt was literally an open shute,” 
Burke said. 

Village officials said they will de- 
cline comment on the issue until the 
deal is finalized in the courts. 

“We're comfortable with the 
fact it’s approved and done,” 
Burke said. “The conclusion of the 
case and the settlement (is that) 
the village acknowledges that the

open drain was in fact a dangerous 
condition.” 

The family said it hoped that the 
settlement will “send a message.” 

“We certainly hope that this 
sends a message to all other munic- 
ipalities that this would never hap-. 
pen again . . . that all their storm 
sewage systems will be adequately 
in check,” Wendy Fornek, the boy’s 
mother, said. , 

Fornek said the settlement has 
not brought closure, but rather a 
sense of relief to the family. 

“It has certainly brought about 
some healing,” she said. “It’s 
changed our whole family . . . how 
precious life is. You certainly uae 
one day at a time.”

“We have a lot of sympathy 
for what the parents have had 
to go through,” Boan said. 

At the time of the drowning, 
residents in Heritage Creek 
said they had complained to
